Field and Background of the Invention 

The present invention relates to formable radionuclide sources of beta or 
gamma radiation, and particularly the use of such sources in industrial or medical 
devices. 

Encapsulated, usually described as "sealed", radionuclide sources of both beta 
and gamma radiation are widely used in industry and medicine. Typical examples 
include: (a) sources for thickness gauging, for process control, for weld inspection; 
for radiation processing and curing, for static electricity elimination and for industrial 
and medical instrument development, evaluation and calibration; and (b) sources for 
human radiation therapy by interstitial, intra-cavitary, intra-vascular, and surface 
methods; for external surface or sub-surface irradiation by means of nuclide-bearing 
applicators; for teletherapy; and for radiation detector adjustment, efficiency 
determination and other calibration or dosimetric purposes. 

The masses, and hence the volumes of radioactive material in many 
commonly used irradiation devices, are small. For example, the mass of a pure P 32 
sample whose activity is 1 mCi (millicurie) is less than 10" 10 g (grams) and even in the 
extreme case of Ra 226 whose atomic mass and half life are large, a 1 mCi sample has a 
mass of only about 1 mg (milligram). To manufacture sources of customary activities 
in physical dimensions appropriate to their proposed uses, it is therefore frequently
